I.— STATISTICS  OF  POPULATION 

Population.  The  population  of  the  Colony  suffered  great  loss  through  the  epidemic  of 

Spanish  Influenza  which  caused  a  heavy  toll  of  mortality.  The  excess  of  deaths  over  births  during 
the  year  reached  the  figure  11,1 94.  Departures  exceeded  arrivals  by  1,126  and  the  estimated 
population  on  31st  December  19 1 9;  viz.  36-1,493,  showed  a  reduction  of  12,320  on  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Deaths.  The  mortality  was  that  of  a  period  of  epidemic.  From  1831  the  annals  of  our 

statistics  only  show  once,  in  1867,  the  year  of  the  outbreak  of  epidemic  Malaria,  a  death-rate  ( 1  20°/00) 
exceeding  that  of  64.9 °/00  recorded  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  24,455.  If  from  this  figure  the  number  of  deaths  attributable 
to  Influenza  and  its  main  complications  during  the  epidemic  viz.  11,063  is  deducted,  a  roughly  revised 
death-rate  35.5°/00  is  obtained.  This  compares  with  33.9°/00  f°r  1918  and  with  32.8%0  i°r  the 
preceding  quinquennial  period,  but  allowance  has  to  be  made  to  a  certain  extent  for  the  more  or  less 
tardy  complications  of  Influenza.

The  malaria  mortality  registered  was  3,758.  This  exceeds  the  return  of  the  previous  year  by 
298  but  is  practically  the  same  as  3,747,  the  average  for  the  five  year  period  1914-1918. 

Dysentery  caused  1,026  deaths,  an  increase  of  114  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  usual  details  in  connection  with  this  part  of  the  report  are  given  in  Annexure  I. 

Births  The  total  number  of  births  was  13,261,  with  a  birth-rate  of  35.2  per  thousand 

of  the  population.  The  natality  has  been  greater  by  152  than  that  of  1918  but  the  birth-rate  stands 
below  36.4,  the  average  for  the  preceding  five  years.

The  larger  proportion  of  the  increased  admissions  and  dispensary  cases  must  be  attributed  to  the 
Influenza  epidemic  which  is  a  disturbing  factor  in  the  comparison  usually  made  here.

Malaria  and  Hypertrophy  Of  Spleen. —  Malaria  admissions  numbered  3,390,  an 
increase  of  128  over  1918.  The  case  mortality  was  2.65So  against  1.44%  the  year  before. 

The  death-rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  9.9.  The  figures  for  the  previous  year  and 
for  the  five  jear  period  1914-1918  being  9.1  and  9.9  respectively.  The  rates  for  deaths  from  malaria 
and  malarial  cachexia  for  corresponding  periods  were  10.3,  9.4  and  10.2.

Dysentery.  The  prevalence  of  dysentery,  as  gathered  from  hospital  admissions  and 
dispensary  cases,  presents  an  improved  picture. 

While  the  admissions,  802,  compare  with  much  the  same  figure,  878  for  1918,  a  marked  fall  of 
34o  is  noticed  in  the  dispensary  cases,  1,190  for  the  year  under  review  against  1,535  the  year  before. 

The  admissions  have  remained  above  the  average  of  707  for  1914-1918,  while  in  the  case  of 
dispensary  cases  the  figure  is  much  lower  than  the  average  1,379  for  the  same  period. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Colony  as  due  to  dysentery  was  1,02(5,  compared 
with  912  in  1918  and  an  average  of  671  for  the  period  1914-1918.  This  high  mortality  in  view  of 
the  favourable  conditions  shown  by  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries  may  no  doubt  be  ascribed  to  a 
large  extent  to  apathy  in  applying  for  proper  medical  aid  and  resorting  to  empirical  remedies. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  total  number  of  cases  notified  was  190,  an  increase  of  21  over  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  39  fatal  issues  against  26  in  1918. 

The  hospital  admissions  numbered  63,  with  17  deaths  and  a  death-rate  of  26.9%  against  60,10 
and  11.8%  respectively  the  year  before.

The  highest  incidence  is  returned  for  Plaines  Wilhems.  A  marked  rise  is  shown  in  the  case  of 
Savanne  and  the  disease  has  heen  more  prevalent  in  Black  River  than  usual.  All  the  other  districts 
save  Riviere  du  Rempartwith  4  more  cases,  show  a  decrease  compared  with  figures  for  1918. 

Diphtheria. — 6  eases  were  treated  in  hospital  against  7  the  year  before.  Two  of  the  cases 
died.  In  the  whole  Island  42  cases  were  notified,  with  2  deaths. 

Influenza. — During  the  first  months  of  the  year  the  incidence  of  Influenza  followed  the 
average.  Early  in  May  the  disease  began  to  assume  the  Spanish  or  epidemic  type.  The  epidemic  wave 
was  fully  established  about  the  middle  of  the  month  and  it  lasted  until  the  end  of  June.  The 
pandemic  had  been  prevalent  in  South  Africa  since  the  later  part  of  the  previous  year  and  it  affected 
the  countries  nearer  us,  Madagascar  and  Reunion,  at  about  the  same  time  as  it  manifested  itself  in 
Mauritius.  Preparations  had  been  made  in  view  of  an  invasion  and  the  measures  to  meet  the  outbreak 
proved  adequate. 

Auxiliary  hospitals  were  opened  in  the  schools,  medicines  issued  from  the  Central  Government 
Stores,  assistance  given  at  home  and  voluntary  aid  received  in  addition  to  the  organisation 
obtained  from  the  various  Departments  of  the  service.  The  epidemic  has  formed  the  subject  of 
special  reports  and  the  above  brief  reference  suffices  for  the  purposes  of  the  present  report. 

Owing  to  the  circumstances  which  obtained  during  the  prevalence  of  a  severe  epidemic  of  short 
duration,  complete  records  are  not  availably  ;  the  statistics  obtainable  show  an  admission  of  5,487 
cases  in  the  public  and  auxiliary  hospitals.  The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  Spanish  Influenza 
and  its  more  direct  complications  has  already  been  giveu  as  11,063.  It  has  been  estimated  that  some 
103,400  cases  must  have  occurred  throughout  the  Colony  i.e.,  that  about  one  thirl  of  the  population 
were  affected  by  tie  pandemic. 

During  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic  all  deaths  due  to  acute  pulmonary  complaints  were 
grouped  under  Influenza  for  comparison  with  mortality  from  other  diseases. 

The  revised  statistics  from  the  causes  of  deaths  actually  registered  show  9,905  deaths  from 
Influenza  in  the  Civil  Status  returns.  It  will  be  seen  under  pneumonia  and  bronchitis  that  the 
mortality,  especially  in  the  case  of  pneumonia,  exceeds  the  average  ;  the  surplus  is  to  be  attributed 
directly  to  Influenza  complications.  The  pandemic  presented  its  worst  picture  in  Port  Louis  owing  to 
the  agglomeration  in  the  town,  overcrowded  in  numerous  areas,  as  well  as  to  the  reduced  stamina 
inherent  to  the  poorer  classes  of  an  unhealthy  locality,  further  weakened  by  the  increased  cost  of 
living. 

Pneumonia. — The  returns  of  the  public  hospitals  show  1  97  admissions  for  pneumonia  with 
a  case  mortality  of  33%  against  282  and  3Q,8%  for  1918. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  Island  was  1,668  compared  with  719  the  year 

before.  This  at  once  shows  that  a  special  factor  intervened  and  this  was  the  prevalence  of 

pneumonia  as  a  complication  of  the  Spanish  Influenza.  The  deaths  which  had  been  41,  25,  55,  39 
from  January  to  April  suddenly  rose  to  468  &  656  in  May  and  June  with  the  outbreak  of  the 
epidemic  of  Influenza,  then  numbering  66-66-53-68-59-72  until  December. 

The  average  of  the  previous  five  year  period  being  724,  it  results  that  about  900  of  the 
pneumonia  deaths  were  but  a  sequel  to  Influenza. 

Bronchitis. — The  average  monthly  mortality  from  bronchitis  was  55‘5  for  the  ten  months 
of  the  year  except  May  and  June.  During  these  two  months  149  and  148 

deaths  respectively  were  registered.  The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  849.  The 

average  for  the  preceding  five  years  was  638.  The  increased  mortality  is  evidently  to  be  ascribed 
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mainly  to  complication  of  Influeuza.  In  the  public  hospitals  there  were  802  ail  missions  with  142 
deaths  against  878  with  104  deaths  the  year  before. 

Bronch.0-Pneum.OQ.ia. — The  mortality  was  441  ;  234  more  than  the  average  207  for  the 
preceding  five  years.  In  May  and  June  the  number  of  deaths  rose  to  b9  and  207  against  a  monthly 
average  of  16’5  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  A  good  proportion  of  the  increased  mortality  under 
broncho-pneumonia  must  be  ascribed  *o  this  affection  as  a  complication  of  Influenza  during  the 
epidemic. 

Tuberculosis. — As  was  to  be  expected,  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  showed  a  rise.  A 
total  of  1,047  against  940  in  1918.  Iu  May  and  June  169  and  118  deaths  were  registered  against 
a  monthly  average  of  76  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Hospital  admissions  numbered  672,  with  193  deaths  against  763  with  161  deaths  the  previous 

year.

Cerebro-Spinal- Meningitis. — No  cases  were  admitted  into  hospital  and  none  notified. 

Beri-Beri. — A  marked  fall  is  shown  ill  the  admissions,  345  with  28  deaths,  against  633, 
with  51  deaths,  in  1918.  The  general  mortality  was  51  against  93  the  year  before. 

Nephritis. — 619  admissions  with  a  ease  mortality  of  16'6%  against  751  and  15  4%  the 
preceding  year. 

Syphilis. — The  hospital  admissions  show  a  slight  fall,  344  cases  against  364  in  1918.  Out¬ 
door  cases  were  also  fewer,  316  against.  391. 

Primary  infection  was  noted  in  151  (against  134)  outdoor  cases. 

Leprosy. — There  were  6 1  inmates  (42  males,  1 9  females)  at  the  St.  Lazare  Leper  Asylum 
on  the  1st  January  1919.  During  the  course  of  the  year  10  men  and  14  women  were  admitted,  19 
of  the  inmates  died  (16  male,  3  female)  and  10  were  discharged  (7  men,  3  womens. 

The  roll  ot  the  Establishment  on  31st  December  1919  was  accordingly  46  (29  males,  17 
females). 

Erysipelas. — There  were  40  admissions  with  13  deaths.  A  total  of  48  cases  were  notified 
with  26  deaths. 

Measles. — No  admissions,  no  notifications. 

Varicella. — 19  cases  were  treated  in  the  hospitals — No  deaths. 

Plague. — The  Colony  has  continued  to  remain  free  from  human  plague  and  no  infection  was 
detected  on  the  rats  examined  during  the  year. 

The  prophylactic  campaign  has  nevertheless  been  carried  out  with  unrelenting  care. 

A  total  of  1,575  disinfections  were  performed  in  Port  Louis  and  83  dead  animals  found  during 
the  work. 

r  On  964  occasions  sulphur  fumigation  was  resorted  to,  of  which  115  with  the  Clayton  apparatus. 
The  number  of  rats  destroyed  by  this  process  was  230. 

In  the  whole  Colony  95,928  rats  were  destroyed,  of  which  38,613  in  Port  Louis. 

Mental  Diseases. — On  the  31st  December  1919,  the  total  number  of  persons  certified  insane 
in  the  Colony  was  724,  showing  a  fall  of  47  on  the  return  of  the  preceding  year.  The  proportion  of 
insane  to  total  population  was  1  in  503  or  19‘49°/00. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  134  admissions  (72  males,  62  females)  into  the 
Lunatic  Asylum.  They  are  classified  as  follows  :  82  first  admissions,  3  second  admissions,  1  third 
adm-Km;  37  readmissions  from  probation,  3  readmissions  from  the  Barkly  Asylum  Branch 
Wards,  1  readmission  from  the  Barkly  Asylum  Hospital  Contagious  disease  ward,  7  admitted  on 
intenm  order  and  discharged  after  being  found  not  insane  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.  Tim 
daily  average  of  inmates  in  the  Asylum  during  the  year  was  470*6  1  and  94  in  the  Branch  Wards 
against  482- 14  and  98  in  1918. 

Influenza  as  the^ cause  of  mental  trouble  was  elicited  in  22  out  of  76  cases  where  the  history 
cou  i  be  obtaiued.  ihe  other  causes  were  as  usual  heredity,  mental  worry,  alcoholism,  epilepsy  and 

and  gunjah  smoking.  The  greater  number  of  admissions  are  still  from  Plaines  Wilhems  and 
Port  Louis. 

i  r  ^i'6  !Uimber  cr'™^na'  lunatics  at  the  Asylum  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  23  (21  males, 

etna  es).  4  male  patients  of  this  class  were  admitted  during  the  year;  6  all  males  were  discharged 
am  (2  mate,  1  female)  died.  The  number  remaining  in  the  Establishment  on  the  31st  December 
was  18  (17  male,  1  female). 

A  total  of  J  17  inmates  (84  males,  33  females)  obtained  discharge  from  the  Asylum.  They 
eonsiste  o  7  found  not  insane,  1  cured,  83  improved  and  entrusted  on  probation  to  the  care  of 
relatives  and  friends  and  26  transferred  to  the  Barkly  Asylum  Branch  Wards.

Among  the  patients  who  were  outside  the  Asylum  on  probation,  40  were  found  cured  and 
finally  discharged. 

The  mortality  at  the  Asylum  was  56  giving  a  death-rate  of  11.90%  against  8.71  in  191S  and 
7.37  for  the  preceding  five  year  period. 

The  number  of  inmates  at  the  end  of  the  year  underreport  was  447  (£21  males,  226  females)  at 
the  Lunatic  Asylum  and  94  (66  males,  28  females)  in  the  Branch  Wards. 

III.— VACCINATION. 

The  total  number  of  children  vaccinated  during  the  year  by  the  Public  Vaccinators  was  8,926. 
The  operation  was  successful  in  8,589  cases,  failed  in  303  instances  and  the  results  were  not  ascertained 
in  84  cases  of  the  children  vaccinated. 

The  proportion  of  vaccinations  to  total  births  was  67.3%  .

VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


Port  and  Quarantine — Our  port  was  frequented  by  177  ships  during  the  year  (128  steamers 
and  49  sailing  vessels.) 

Pratique  was  forthwith  granted  after  arrival  in  90  cases,  8  vessels  refused  pratique  and  coaled 
in  quarantine. 

Previous  to  pratique,  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  31  instances  and  Claytonisation  of  cargo  in 
53  cases. 

The  number  of  vessels  fumigated  and  disinfected  on  account  of  Spanish  or  Epidemic  Influenza 
was  50.  Six  vessels  with  the  disease  on  board  landed  their  sick  and  passengers  at  Flat  Island 
Quarantine  Station.  The  number  of  cases  landed  was  37  with  37  passengers.  In  connection  with  the 
quarantine  of  the  last  vessel  which  begun  on  24.4.19,  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  occurred  at  the  Station 
spreading  among  the  passengers  and  staff.  Three  deaths  occurred  among  the  staff.  The  occurrence  of 
the  disease  at  the  Station  was  concurrent,  though  unconnected  with,  the  outbreak  on  the  main  Island. 
The  quarantine  was  raised  on  the  10th  June,  1919.  The  Quarantine  Station  was  occupied  for  146 
days  during  the  year. 

Anti-Malarial  Works. — Minor  works  have  continued  to  receive  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary 
Wardens.  Works  of  the  nature  of  Major  Works  were  carried  out  by  them  in  the  following 
rivers  and  streams.  St.  Louis,  La  Paix,  Lataniers,  Tranquebar,  Pouce  and  Terre  Rouge 
streams  with  their  feeders  (Port  Louis)  ;  Rivers  Cascade  and  Fran9oise,  Rivulet  Le  Riche  (Moka)  ; 
Rivers  Coignarde  and  Fran^ise  and  Rivulets  Cresson,  St.  Louis,  Sarcelles  and  Profonde  (Elacq) ; 
Rivers  Tatamaka  and  one  of  its  feeders,  Rivulet  St.  Martin,  Ruisseau  Sec  (Plaines  Wilhems.) 

Works  in  connection  with  the  drainage  of  marshes  and  marshy  lands  in  the  extra  urban  areas 
of  Port  Louis  wei’e  also  attended  to.

the  Mare-aux-Vacoas  (quarterly  control)  and  one  to  determine  the  fitness  for  consumption  of  the 
water  from  a  particular  spring. 

The  organs  of  a  dead  pig  were  also  examined,  but  no  clue  could  be  found  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
animal’s  death. 


Bacteriological  and  Chemical.— The  samples  falling  under  this  head  numbered  984,  122  more 
than  the  year  before.  The  materials  submitted  to  examination  were  blood,  throat  swabs  or  fragments 
of  false  membranes,  sputum,  pus  and  pathological  secretions,  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  faces,  urine 
neoplastic  tissue  &c.

The  samples  of  new  growths  examined  were  identified  as  squamous  epithelioma  1,  scirrhus 
cancer  1,  round-celled  sarcoma  1. 

One  of  the  specimens  received  proved  to  be  a  fragment  of  tuberculous  lung. 

To  meet  the  increased  demand,  anti-typhoid  preventive  vaccine  was  prepared  on  a  larger  scale 
than  previously  ;  946  persons  were  vaccinated  or  revaccinated  against  296,  738  and  168  in  1918, 
1917  and  1916  respectively. 

Research  work  was  made  in  connection  with  the  following  : 

The  study  and  preparation  of  a  lactic  ferment  which  is  now  used  with  success  in  the  treatment 
of  various  intestinal  conditions. 

The  further  study  of  the  haemo-parasites  of  indigenous  birds.

Human  intestinal  anguillulosis  Strongylosis  of  sheep  and  goats.  The  study  of  certain  bodies 
found  in  the  spleen  of  rats  and  possibly  connected  with  plague. 

The  preparation  and  cultivation  in  a  pure  state  of  bakers’  yeast. 

Departmental  changes. — In  Angust  1919  Dr.  Paddle,  Medical  Superintendent  Barkly 
and  Lunatic  Asylums  left  the  Colony  on  leave.  Dr.  Lunn  arrived  in  the  Colony  on  November  1st 
and  assumed  duty  as  Director  (he  left  on  leave  on  11th  February  1920.) 

Legislation. — In  November  1919  the  Ordinances  imposing  special  quarantine  measures  in 
connection  with  Spanish  Influenza  were  repealed  as  well  as  the  regulations  rendering  the  disease 
notifiable  and  quarantineable.  Regulations  were  also  published  with  respect  to  the  preparation  of 
manure  from  human  excreta  and  the  protection  from  pollution  of  a  number  of  rivers  and  streams. 
Building  Regulations  framed  under  the  provisions  of  the  new  Ordinances  on  the  subject  were  also 
issued  for  Port  Louis  and  the  rural  townships  and  districts.

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ANNEX URL  III 

Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Island. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Island  for  the 
year  1919.  The  full  statements  showing  the  duties  performed  and  the  contraventions  detected  by  the 
staff  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  are  submitted  separately. 

The  general  description  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  sanitation  is  as  follows  : 

Fort  Louis. _ Throughout  the  year  the  Sanitary  Officers  paid  30,518  visits  to  private  premises 

and  lodging  houses,  while  shops,  markets,  bakehouses,  slaughter-houses  and  butchers'shops  were 
inspected  on  1,985  occasions.  Special  enquiries  in  regard  to  sanitary  matters  and  other  duties,  such 
as  the  control  of  cremations  and  exhumations,  were  performed  in  856  cases 

The  testing  of  milk  was  carried  out  on  276  occasious  and  the  number  of  cowsheds  examined 
amounted  to  227.  The  inspections  were  chiefly  made  in  the  Extra  urban  areas  of  the  town  where  the 
milk  sellers  are  to  be  found  in  large  numbers. 

The  stables  and  pigsties  were  the  supject  of  482  inspections  and  the  performance  of  the  Night 
Soil  Service  was  specially  checked  383  times  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Government  Establishments,  public  and  private  gratuitous  latrines,  noxious  factories,  camps  of 
labourers,  docks,  water-courses,  cemeteries  and  the  seashores  were  inspected  on  1,132  occasions. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  the  wastelands  in  the  town  and  district  of  Port  Louis.  Besides 
clearing,  some  were  planted  with  eucalyptus  and  fenced  in  to  prevent  depredations  from  evil-doers, 
and  cactus  was  destroyed  to  the  extent  of  25  acres.  The  total  number  of  wastelands  as  per  municipal 
cadastre  is  336  giving  an  aggregate  area  of  roughly  4^  millions  square  feet. 

Disinfection  was  performed  afloat  and  ashore,  the  ‘■staff  was  engaged  on  quarantine  duty  on 
board  41  vessels  and  claytonisation  of  shops  and  disinfection  of  private  premises  was  resorted  to  on 
2,593  occasions.  The  enforcement  of  the  Sanitary  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Colony  necessitated 
the  attendance  of  Sanitary  Officers  (Inspectors  and  Guards)  at  the  Law  Courts  on  169  occasions. 

Dhobies  workshops  were  visited  142  times  and  lighters  in  the  Harbour  were  inspected  on  1,799 
occasions  during  the  year.  Public  sales  of  articles  of  food  were  controlled  on  12  occasions  and  nine 
seizures  were  effected  of  foodstuffs  unfit  for  human  consumption,  offered  for  sale  in  shops  and  other  stores. 

As  regards  nuisances  on  private  premises  2,896  orders,  notices  and  requests  were  issued  by  the 
Sanitary  staff  for  the  removal  of  same,  with  the  result  that  475  had  not  been  complied  with  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Some  752  contraventions  of  the  sanitary  enactments  were  detected  and  on  the  cases  being 
brought  before  Court,  fines  to  the  amount  of  Rs.  1,008.25  were  imposed  by  the  Magistrate  and  duly 
collected. 

The  Municipality  of  Port  Louis  is  responsible  for  the  abatement  of  public  nuisances  existing  in 
the  town  of  Port  Louis,  and  886  certificates  pointing  to  such  nuisances  were  transmitted  to  His 
Worship  The  Mayor,  as  provided  for  in  Ordinance  No.  23  of  1903  ;  of  these  655  had  not  been 
attended  to  by  the  Municipal  Corporation  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  condition  of  the  bed  and  banks  of  the  various  streams  of 
the  Town.  The  policy  advocated  is  to  have  a  main  central  channel  for  carrying  away  the  waters  with 
slanting  banks  planted  with  turf  in  cases  where  a  stone  pavement  cannot  be  undertaken. 

The  scavengering  service  of  the  central  part  of  the  Town  was  tolerably  well  performed  during 
the  year  under  review,  but  this  was  not  the  case  with  the  outlying  parts  which  were  for  the  most 
neglected.  Remissness  in  the  performance  of  the  service  was  reported  on  178  occasions.  In  the  extra 
urban  areas  of  Port  Louis  the  work  was  performed  by  a  gang  of  labourers  and  two  donkey  carts 
employed  by  this  Department ;  extra  hands  being  employed  whenever  required. 

Besides  the  nuisances  coming  within  the  application  of  Ordinance  No.  32  of  1894-95,  already 
mentioned  above,  and  detected  in  private  premises,  shops,  stores  &c,  198  orders  were  served  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority  for  improvements  and  removal  of  nuisances,  as  contemplated  in  Ordinance  No. 
21  of  1900,  with  the  view  of  combating  plague  and  ensuring  better  sanitary  conditions  in  the  Town. 

Apart  from  these,  other  nuisances  bearing  upon  the  public  health  were  referred  to  the  several 
Government  Departments  concerned,  for  action.  They  were  as  follows  :  48  to  the  Hon  :  Director  of 
Public  Works,  6  to  the  General  Manager  of  Railways  and  317  to  the  Director  of  Forests. 

The  application  of  the  Swine  Destruction  Ordinance  has  resulted  in  the  shooting  of  81  pigs  by 
the  Police  in  the  extra  urban  of  Port  Louis. 

Water  Carriage  System. — Three  premises  have  during  the  year  been  connected  with  the  main 
pipe  for  the  water  carriage  system  in  the  Town. 

,  Plague 

Incidence ’.  there  has  been  no  case  of  plague  in  Port  Louis  since  the  6th  April  1915  and  the 
Country  districts  have  remained  free  from  the  disease  since  February  27th,  1917. 

Preventive  measures  consisting  mainly  in  claytonisation  of  shops  in  the  central  part  of  the  Town 
and  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  city  continue  to  be  resorted  to  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Disinfection.  1,575  premises  were  disinfected  in  Port  Louis,  most  of  these  disinfections  were 
carried  out  preventively  in  shops  and  other  premises  in  which  dead  rats  and  other  animals  were 
found,  54  disinfections  were  carried  out  for  infectious  diseases  other  than  plague. 

Fumigation.'  482  premises  were  funigated  by  means  ot  Sulphur  Dioxide,  115  by  the  two  Clayton 
appaiatuses  and  367  by  the  ordinary  Sulphur  burners.  The  number  of  rodents  destroyed  by  this  process 
amounted  to  230. 

Destruction  ot  Rodents.-  I  he  number  of  traps  placed  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Town  including 
its  suburbs  was  3,715  per  diem.  The  number  of  rats  caught  during  the  year  was  38,613  in  Port  Louis 
and  57,3 1 5  in  the  rural  districts.  The  number  of  poisoned  baits  placed  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Town 
was  30,000  on  a  monthly  average. 
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Gravid  Females. — 363  gravid  females  were  destroyed  in  Port  Louis  and  he  number  of  young  ones 
found  in  them  amounted  to  1,981. 

Rat  inflection. — 24,332  rodents  were  mieroscopically  examined  during  the  year,  they  were  all 
found  free  from  plague. 

Anti-Malarial  Works. — The  following  anti-malarial  works  were  performed  in  the  district  of 
Port  Louis. 

(1)  Central  channelling  of  the  following  streams:  St.  Louis,  La  Paix,  Lataniers,  Tranquebar. 
Pouce,  and  Terre  Rouge  with  their  feeders  on  an  extent  together  of  43,556  linear  feet. 

(2)  Cutting  of  drains  to  drain  marshes  and  pools  at  Ste.  Croix,  the  Western  Chinese  Cemetery, 

Plaine  Lauzun,  Vallee  Pitot,  Monneron  Hill  and  Abattoir  Road  together  to  an  extent  of 
25,684  linear  feet. 

(3)  Filling  up. —  Holes  and  pools  were  filled  up  at  Ste.  Croix,  the  Western  Chinese  Cemetery, 

Plaine  Lauzun,  Vallee  Pitot,  Monneron  Hill  and  Montec  des  Hussards  to  an  extent  cubing 
together  over  13,041  cubic  yards. 

(4)  Improving  of  Vallee  Pitot  Catch  Water  drain  on  a  course  9,960  feet. 

(5)  Repairing  damages  done  by  floods. — 45,974  feet  of  streams  and  drains  filled  up  by  stones 

or  otherwise  damaged  by  floods  were  cleared  out  and  repaired  several  times  over  during 
the  rain  season. 

(6)  Maintenance. — 144,000  feet  of  streams  and  drains  were  upkept;  i.e.  kept  constantly  clean 

and  free  from  mosquito  larvse. 

A  vigorous  campaign  was  carried  with  the  view  of  combating  malaria  in  Town.  110  notices, 
request  schedules  and  statement  of  nuisances  were  issued  by  the  staff  for  the  abatement  of  all  malaria 
nuisances.  Numerous  contraventions  were  established  and,  on  the  parties  being  prosecuted,  the  fines 
imposed  amounted  to  Rs.  52. 

Rural  Districts. — In  the  several  sanitary  sections  of  the  rural  districts  the  number  of 
contraventions  detected  by  the  Sanitary  Officers  was  2,288  giving  rise  to  1,631  prosecutions  with  a 
total  of  Rs.  8,189.09  fines.  3,964  notices  and  orders  under  Ordinance  No.  32  of  1894-95  and  405 
under  Ordinance  No.  21  of  1900  were  issued  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  Of  these  1,689  were 
not  complied  with,  resulting  in  1,263  prosecutions  with  a  total  of  Rs.  2,197.05  fines. 

The  revenue  derived  from  fees  collected  in  Cemeteries  aud  Markets  amounted  to  Rs.  28,516.90. 

The  number  of  animals  killed  in  the  four  public  slaughter-houses  was  4,288  and  the  fees  collected 
amounted  to  Rs.  6,945.50. 

The  scavengering  and  night  soil  services  were  on  the  whole  satisfactorily  performed  in  all  the 
villages  of  the  Colony  save  at  Pamplemousses  where  difficulties  were  encountered  with  the  Contractor. 

A oaious  factories. — 1  bambara  curing  factory  has  been  authorized  to  work  at  Flacq. 

Anti-malarial  measures  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  Professor  Ross  were  continued.  The  following 
is  a  summary  of  the  works  carried  out. 

Vacoas. — Digging  up  of  one  feeder  of  Tatamaka  River  on  a  length  of  240  feet. 

Canalisation  of  River  Tatamaka,  trimming  of  the  banks  of  the  large  pond  above  Reunion 
Dyke,  the  filling  of  a  large  basin  in  the  bed  of  a  river,  length  of  the  river  affected  1,100 
feet. 

Canalisation  of  Rivulet  St.  Martin  on  a  length  of  2,131  feet. 

Ourepipe. — Digging  of  a  central  channel  in  Riviere  Seche  on  a  length  of  200  feet. 

Deepening  of  Daruty  drains  2724  feet  and  opening  of  the  various  feeders  of  Riviere  Seche 
on  Mr.  Bouvet's,  on  an  aggregate  length  of  1270  feet. 

Central  channelling  and  Improving. — In  the  four  Northern  Districts  the  following  streams  were 
either  centrally  channellized,  roughly  trained  or  otherwise  improved  to  an  extent  together  of  31,359 
feet,  viz :  Rivers  Cascade  and  Fran^oise  and  Rivulet  Le  Riche,  Rivers  Coignarde  and  Fran yoise  and 
Rivulets  Cresson,  St.  Louis,  Sarcelles  and  Profcnde. 

Repairing  damage  done  by  the  floods. — Nearly  all  upkept  water  courses  in  the  Northern.  Section, 
i.e.  some  500,000  feet,  had  to  be  cleared  out  or  otherwise  dealt  with  to  repair  the  damages  caused  by 
the  floods  during  the  rain  season. 

Maintenance. — 580,143  feet  of  Rivers,  Rivulets,  Feeders  and  drains  were  upkept  i.e.  kept 
constantly  clean  and  free  from  mosquito  larvie. 

The  system  of  house-to-house  distribution  of  quinine  has  been  continued  and  Distrtbutors 
appointed  for  the  following  sections  : 

One  for  Port  Louis, 

One  for  Pamplemousses,  Riviere  du  Rempart  and  Flacq, 

One  for  Moka,  Plaines  Wilhems, 

One  for  the  Southern  districts. 

The  Municipality  of  Port  Louis  is  also  entrusted  with  the  distribution  of  the  drug  in  the  Central 
parts  of  the  Town,  while  in  each  Dispensary,  Government  or  State  Aided  School,  and  Police  Station 
all  over  the  Island,  depots  have  been  instituted  where  the  specific  can  be  obtained  free  on  application.
